JACKSONVILLE, Fia., September %.—The 
second hundred of deaths from the fever was 
completed and twelve toward the third re- 
ported yesterday evening, when até o’clock 
the report stood.

There is 
great excitement still prevailing and the coun 
try around Jackson is filled with refugees who 
are camped out in the woods.

HENDERSONVILLE, N. C., September 24.—The 
yellow-tever scare at Hendersonville is at an 
end. The Jacksonville refugees have spent 
their alloted ten days’ probation, and the re- 
sult was eminently satisfactory to our people, 
in the face of the many reports circulated to 
the contrary. The facts of the refugees’ ex- 
perience may be briefly stated. Two hundred 
and fifty ofthem reached here on September 
ll. They were received by our citizens. Some 


sick with fever when the train afrived 
here, two of whom died in the hospital and 
the remaining eight recovered. The last 
patient was dismissed from the hospital to- 
day, and there is an end of yellow fever at 
Hendersonville. A large number of refugees 
have left for diferent parts of the country, 
but a few still remain here, having found their 
stay so pleasant that they are in no hurry to 
leave. Not a case developed among our citi- 
zens, and no case developed among the refu- 
gees after their second day here. All has 
ended well and Hendersonville is dropped 
from the list of yellow fever towns.

The Dreadnaught Wrecked. 


New Yor«s ,September2%4.—News has reached 
Gloucester by the schooner Flying. Scud. just 
from a Oshing cruise on the coast of Labrador, 
that the famous oid clipper ship Dreadnaught 


is one of the vessels wrecked on the coast of 
Newfoundiand. This celebrated vessel was 
bullt in 1858, and the following year on ber 
first return trip from Liverpool she beat the 
Cunard steamer Oamada into Boston. Five 

ears later she made the phenomenal run of 
,000 miles from Sandy Hook to Rock Light, 
Liverpool, in thirteen — pe — hours. In 
1862 the ship accomplished a feat in sailing that 
still stands without a parallel, gone from 
Sandy Hook to Queenstown, 2, miles, in 
nine days, seventeen bours. For a long time 
this trip was the only topic in sailing circles.

Yet Gen. HaRRison applauds 
the polhi¢y which forces the Government 
to pay these big premiums to bondholders, 
and he censures the Administration for 
not buying more and putting the premium 
still higher. To stop the interest on Gov- 
ernment bonds bearing only 4 per cent, 
he would pay a premium of 30 per cent to 
VANDERBILT and GouULD, taking the 
money out ot the pockets of taxpayers 
who cannot borrow money at less than 6, 
8ori0 percent.

CONDUCTORS DISCHARGED. 


The Wagner Car Company Learns That It 
Has Been Robbed, 


@ By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
New York, September 24.—The conductors 


employed by the Wagner Palace Car Co. have 
been in a state intense of though suppressed 
excitement for several days. Heads of the 
conductors have been dropping right and left 
and the discharged men have been offered no 
explanation, The air bas been full of rnmors 
and clerks have gone about whispering 
and shaking their heads at the general 
offices of the company on Forty-fourth 
street and Vandervilt avenue. The first 


of the gossiping began when Chief Check 
Clerk Smith mysteriously disappeared. It in- 
creased when half a dozen of the oldest con- 
ductors in the company were discharged with- 
out cause being assigned. Then it was dis- 
covered that for many months there has been 
a systematic robbery of the company by some 
of ite conductors, that sums estimated va- 
r* from a few hundred to many thousand 
of dollars has been stolen and that there seems 
to be no immediate possibility of convicting 
the thieves. 

As to the mode of the thefts a gentleman 
who is familiar with the working of the con- 
ductor system on the Wagner cars sald 
yesterday: All the conductors in the 
company’s employ are furnished with two 
pets of checks, numbered to correspond with 
the seats in the car. The conductor, after 
punching the date, seat number and price of 
the ticket, gives itto the passenger, who in 
turn hands it to the porter. By bim it is given 
to the check vierk. The conductor keeps a 
duplicate. It is said that the conductors rep- 
resented to Clerk Smith thatthey bad lost or 
defaced some of their tickets and 
asked him to duplicates. 
Smith did 80. ö he noticed that 
whiie all the checks turned in by the 
porter represented a seat filled, many of the 
conductor's checks were unpunched, and for 
these, of course, no fares were returned. In- 
stead of reporting to the company at once 
Smith, it is alleged, said nothing and con- 
tinued to give them the duplicate checks.’’ The 
President of the company, ‘Walter Webb, was 
not at home, No, 680 Fifth avenue, yesterday, 
having gone to Long Island. ©. D. Flagg, 
General Superintendent, was also out of the 
city. President Webb is reported to have 
saidthatthe whole conductor system of the 
company would have to be changed on account 
ofthe recent exposures. Itis said that there 
will be several more discharges this week.
